FAILED TO GET -.HIS FORTURE. 


Story of Dr. „ A. Dow's Mythical Leg 
acy in Scotlend Recalled br His Death. 


Kansas Cirr., Mo., May 8.—The death of 
Dr. W. A. Dow, the eccentric old physician, 
which occurred Sunday morning, recalls the 
story of his marriage in this city two years 
agoto Miss Jessie Roberts of the Roberts 
Mission, and his journey with his bride to 
Scotland in search of a rich legacy that 
seems never to have existed. 

Dow was 84 years old. Some time in No- 
vember, 1891. it was noised about the city 
that he was heirtoalarge fortune in Scot- 
land, the land ofhis nativity. An attorney 
came on to this city from Washington,claim- 
ing to have information that would lead to 
his securing the estate. Atthat time he was 
brought into prominence in Kansas City 
through the columns of the newspapers, 
which contained long accounts of the proba- 
ble wealth the old man would soon acquire. 

Dow was apparently a man of great re- 
ligious Gevotion and in his visits about the 
city ue met Miss Jessie Roberts of the 
Hoberts Mission at 106 East Third street. A 
short time after their meeting, one day 
during the month of February, 1892, they 
wentto Kansas City, Kan., and secured a 
marriage license and were quietly married. 

To a reporter since the old gentleman’s 
death Miss Jessie Roberts Dow said: 

Dr. Dow proposed that I merry him two 
years ago last January, and after thinking it 
over and talking to some of the religious lady 
friends of mine in this city I gave him his 
answer and we were married Feb. 28, 1892. 
He represented to me that he was heir to a 
large estate in Scotland, wilied to him at the 
death of his mother’s brother, Chas. Ander 
son, and that all that was necessary for him 
to do was to identify himself to the autbori- 
ties in Endinburgh and the property would 
be his. He told me that this money would be 
so nice for me to use in * mission work. 

‘*My heart and soul is in that mission 
Work, aud after consulting with my Chris. 
tian friends, who advised me to accept his 
offer of marriage, I did so.

DID COXBY KEEP OFF THE GRASS! 

The burning question in Washington is 
not the tariff or silver or the Pacific Rail- 
way cases, but Did Coxey keep off the 
grass?“ 

There are clouds of witnesses, every one 
of whom was there all the while, saw 
everything that Occurred and can give un- 
impeachable evidence that Coxey did 
and did not keep off the grass. 
Of course the policemen are sure he 
did not, but their testimony is 
necessarily biased and might be excluded 
with perfect propriety. But with the dis- 
interested Witnesses who are neither in- 
terest-bearing bondholders nor non-inter- 
est-bearing roadmakers the case is en- 
tirely different. They are honest 
and honorable men and we 
must accept their testimony as 
conclusive. And they testify that Coxey 
did and did not keep off the grass. He 
was and was not on the grass at the same 
time, or words to that effect, thus dis- 
proving the old-time proposition of the 
schoolmen, thé exact form of whick we 
have for the moment forgotten. 

But granting that by some miracle of 
illumination this question can be set- 
tled, suppose it can be proved that he 
did not keep off the grass. Immediately a 
more difficult question comes up. He can 
at once say that the policeman shoved him, 
and who can foresee the end of the contro- 
versy over that question of fact? 

There seems to be only one way out of 
this Ooxey difficulty. Let the whole mat- 
ter be referred to the voters of the country, 
Let them vote first on the question, Did 
Coxey keep off the grass? If they decide 
that he did, that will be the last of it. If, 
on the other hand, it is ascertained by 
popular vote that Ooxey did not keep off 
the grass, let the other question be voted 
on. Letthe people decide whether or not 
the policeman shoved him. 

Of course, this mode of settling the 
trouble would be expensive, bat when we 
consider its gravity, expense ought not to 
be thought of. By all means let us ascer- 
tain by\a vote of 12,000,000 freemen 
whether or not Coxey kept off the grass.

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THE RIGHT OF PETITION. 


In his address to the senior law class of 
Michigan University, Judge Cooley said 
all that is worth saying about the proper 
manner of petitioning Congress and the 
proper effect of such petitions in the fol- 
lowing statement: . 

Citizens may petition, but cannot com- 
mand, and if voters numbering hundreds of 
thousands were to assume to speak in the 
name ofthe people and demand specific leg- 
islation, notone to whom the demand was 
addressed would be under the slightest obli- 
gation to heed it. The right of the voter is 
to petition, and even as to this be should act 
through representatives. The notion that 
petitions may be presented in person is pre- 
posterous. If the right existed all legisia- 
tion might be stopped by previous arrange- 
ment to present petitions for the pur hose. 

But Judge Oooley did not touch another 


phase of the question suggested by the 
Ooxey movement, vis, the possible 
danger of the method of ‘‘petition 
with boots on.’’ If mobs of citizens 
gather around the Oapitol clamoring 
for particular objects what protection is 
there for Congress or the whole people? 
The inevitable result of this would be the 
sort of terrorism which the Paris populace 
has exercised over the national legislature 
of France. 

The truth is, the right of petition is ob- 
solete and useless in this country. It is 
useful among peoples governed by kings, 
oligarchy or aristocracy, but the American 
people have something better—the right of 
command. Most ofthe errors committed 


| by Congress have been due to influences 


exerted aside from the ballot-box. The 
popular mandate at the polls is the only 
safe and proper method of voicing the will 


of the people.

A decision in favor of the firm of Lea & 
Perrins, the well-Known manufacturers of 
Worcestershire sauce, and against the 
Western Distilling Co., A. C. Stiedel and 
H. G. Stiehel, Jr., which was entered in the 
United States Circuit Court, has Deen fol- 
lowed by an award of damages. 

The above-named defendants were charged 
with not only manufacturing a spurious 
article, but also of imitating the bottles, 
trade marks, signatures and wrappers of 
Lea & Perrins and selling the bogus imitation 
as the genuine Worcestershire sauce. By 
means of some clever detective work, under 
the supervision of Mr. B. F. Rex, the at - 
torney for the company, the fraud was de- 
tected and a clear case made against the 
perpetrators, 

The scheme was a shrewd one and appar- 
ently every preeaution had been taken to 
escape detection. The sauce was bottled 
behind locked doors in obscure quarters and 
three different aliases used by the fraudu- 
lent manufacturers in their correspondence 
with dealers. 

Nearly ail the letters purported to come 
from aroom where one of the defendants 
slept and orders and letters were received 


there. Goods were shipped in the name of 
the buyer, but despite all these precautions 
the fraud and imposition on the public has 
been laid bare and the defendants forever 
enjoined from further using or imitating 
these trade marks and labels. 

Some years ago a counterfelter of Lea & 
Porrins labels was prosecuted criminally in 
this State and convicted. He took an appeal 
and carried the case to the Supreme Court, 
but without avail, as the judgment of the 
lower court was sustained. 

The decree iu the present case against the 
Western Distilling Co. et al. declares the 
firm of Lea & Perrins to be entitled to the 
exclusive right to use on table sauce bottles 
their well known firm signature trade-mark, 
the name Worcestershire Sauce’’ and the 
accompanying labels, circulars and wrap- 
pers.

A Bill by Mr. Terry Designed to Reform 
Some Abuses. 


WaSHINGTOR, May 8.—Representative Terry 
of Arkansas, who, with Representatives 
Boatner and W. A. Stone, has been investi- 
gating Judge Jenkins’ anti-strike injunc- 
tions, has prepared a bill designed to reform 
the practice by which Federal courts are 
practically engagitg in the railroad busi- 
ness through the appointment of receivers. 


Most of the subsidy roads of the West are 
in the hands of receivers appointed by Fed- 
eral courts. The courts thus secure absolute 
authority over railroads, and as the receiv- 
erships run from year to year, the courts 
succeed the rallroad officials in conducting 
the business pf the road. 

Mr. Terry's bill will attempt to puta limit 
to these railroad receiverships, in order to 
avoid the charge that the — are going 
into fhe rallroad business. It is said that not 

ig the time for Federal Courts consumed 
and their functions diverted by this practice, 
but many incidental abuses have sprung up. 
One of these isthe practice of cutting off all 
current debts for supplies, repairs, labor. 
etc., in order that the receivers may pay all 
the income ofthe road tothe first mortgage 
bondholders. The latter usually apply for 
the appointment of receivers, and when the 
latter are appointed they cutoffall debts 
save those to the bondholders. 

Judge Caldwell of the United States Cir- 
cuit bench has recognized this abuse, and in 
appointing a receiver for a railroad attached 
the condition thatthe receiver should pay 
debts due from the railroad for work, labor, 
materials, machinery, fixtures and supplies 
of every kind, melua me damages to persons 
or property which accrued after the execu- 
tion of the mortgage under which the re- 
celver was appointe Mr. Terry’s bill will 
seek to incorporate Judge e Caldwell’s ruling 
into permanent statute 


PRESBYTERIAN CONVENTIONS. 


Passenger Associations Reduce Rates to 
Points in Oregon. 

The Western Passenger Association, now 
meeting in Chicago, will probably conclude 
their meeting to-day and make a one-rate 
fare for the round trip to points within their 
territory for excursions and conventions. 
The Central Traffic Association has made a 
one fare rate for the general assemblies of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church to be 
held at Eugene City, Ore., and for the Gen- 


eral Assembly of the United Presbyterian 
Uhurch to be held in Albany, Ore. This rate 
is made to meet the rate fixed bythe Western 
Passenger Association of $77.50 for the round 
trip from St. Louis to Oregon. The sale of 
tickets will take place on the same days as 
that or the Western Passenger Association. 
The regular fare from St. Louis to the points 
named is 07. 50 one way. The delay of the 
Western Passenger Association in fixing 
rates seems likely to precipitate a rate war.
